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TRIPLE SLAYING IS PROBED 


Tragedy Occurs 


At Port Jervis 


Double Murder And Suicide 
Shock Residents Oi New 
York State Town 


MAN, WIFE AND 
FARM HAND SHOT 


(International News Service) 
PORT JERVIS. N. Y.. Sept. 
22.—Because of what police say 
\cas an estranged husband's ef­ 
forts to seek reconciliation with 
his young and pretty wife, three 
bullet riddled bodies lay today 
in a local funeral parlor. 
They were the bodies of G ra ce 
Meade. 25; M erritt Meade. 26. h er 
husband, and Louis Davey, 62. a 
farm hand. 
The 
police 
charge 
Meade 
slew 
himself after killing his wife and 
Davey in a fit of anger after a t­ 
tempts to "kiss and m ake-up" with 
hi.s wife had failed. 
Lieut 
W alter Hiley of the state 
police declared 
Meade 
killed 
his 
wife and then drove three miles to 
his fath er’s farm , parked the car 
before the door and shouted: 
"Something To Show You” 
“Mother, come here I ’ve some­ 
thing to show you.” 
He shoved the lifeless body of his 
wife to the ground. 
His m other 
screamed and ran for help. W hen 
she returned with Meade's father, 
she found the youth lying beside 
his wife, dying with two bullets in 
his head.

UNIFORM BUDGETING 
Discussing the budgeting system plan now 
in operation in New 
Castle and other th ird class cities of the state, the Public Ledger of 
Philadelphia says: 
‘‘P ennsylvania’s fo rty -fo u r th ird class cities co-operated w ith the 
S tate D e p artm en t of In tern al Affairs in p re p ara tio n a n d adoption of 
th eir 1936 budgets on a uniform basis in a m a n n e r th a t has enabled 
Secretary Logue to give a rompr* hem r. t picture of th eir financial activi­ 
ties. 
U niform budgeting and accounting in third class cities was p ro ­ 
vided for by th e 1935 legislature. 
“ B udget estim ates disclose th a t th e cities will spend a p p ro x im a te ly 
$25,600,000, an d th a t th e an ticip ated revenues will be $25,100.000, th e sum 
n ecessary to b alance books being draw n from cash reserves. 
In the Aug­ 
ust bulletin of the D epartm ent of In te rn a l Affairs occur th e following in ­ 
teresting 
s ta te m e n ts : 
“ First steps tow ard sound budget practices on the p a rt of 
Pennsylvania cities are indicated in the fact th a t all but two of 
th e forty-four cities succeeded in balancing th e ir cu rre n t budgets 
for the present year. 
It is encouraging to note th a t most P e n n ­ 
sylvania cities are trying to put th e ir financial operations on a 
c a s h basis. T h is is accom plished prim arily by carrying in th e 
budget an allowance for noncollection of c u rre n t taxes. 
“T h e average allowance is given as 15 per cent, th e spread being 
from no allowance in four cities to as 1 li-h as 47 per cent. 
“Director Logue concludes t h a t : 
“A ltogether th e experience of city finance officers in w ork­ 
ing w ith th e D e p artm en t of In te rn a l A ffairs in th e use of u n i­ 
form budget forms indicates th a t the new system is both p ra c ti­ 
cal and oi real advan tag e to the cities them selves. 
“Success in th e first step in h an d lin g budgeting and reporting on 
a uniform basis Lias been so decided th a t ft suggests bringing other 
groups of tax-levying units under sim ilar regulation.”

then, three weeks later, sentenced 
the self-confessed slayer to death in 
the electric chair. 
Answers filed in the case, con­ 
sidered one of the most unusual in 
th e court’s experience, revealed an 
alm ost com plete disagreem ent be- 
tw en the petitioner 
and

spondent as to facts. 
Senauskas’ attorneys alleged that

Father Refuses To Give 
Permission To Operate 
On Malformed Infant 


< international News Service) 
CHICAGO, Sept. 22— A broken­ 
hearted father stubbornly refused 
permission for an operation on his 
first-bom son today, preferring his 
malformed namr-sake should die a 
"mercy death” rather 
han live a 
hie that promised only pain and 
sorrow and misery. 
Within a room 
in the Da nish - 
American hospital his pretty young 
wife pleaded with physicians to per­ 
form the delicate operation which 
they said would give the baby “an 
even chance to live " 
“It would be a sin to allow the 
poor 
child 
to 
live,” 
the 
grief- 
stricken 
father. 
Julian 
Tafel, 
a 
garage mechanic, gulped. 
“It would be a sin not o give him 
a chance to live,” his 22-year-old 
wife, Eva, cried in anguish. 
“I want him. 
I want him. 
Oh, 
we can’t let him die without try­ 
ing to do something,” she sobbed. 
“The poor child would probably 
be a helpless, bed-ridden invalid all 
his life.” the father said. 
“When he became old enough to 
understand he would curse us for 
allowing him to live.” 
Operation Needed 
Dr. Louis K 
Eastman, the hos­ 
pital chief of staff, declared “there 
is no chance whatever" for (he baby 
to live unless the operation is per­ 
formed. 
“The infant is literady starving to 
death,” he explained, “since the in­ 
testinal malformation makes it im­ 
possible for him t-o absorb nourish­ 
ment or expel waste.” 
In a room just around the corner 
from his mother’s. Baby Tafel lies 
amid the baskets of a half dozen 
healthy, gurgling, cooing babies. He 


cries 
almost 
continually 
it) 
the 
agony his tiny warped body brings 
him. 
At 
birth, 
last 
Thursday, 
he 
weighed 8 pounds. 13 
ounces, was 
described by nurses as “a fine look­ 
ing baby,” and was apparently nor­ 
mal in every way 
But within a 
short time the malformation mani­ 
fested itself, precipitating* the de­ 
cision racking the souls of a heart­ 
broken father and mother. 
Fed From E y e-D ro p p er 
Three nurses are in constant at­ 
tendance on the tiny mite. 
They 
feed him from an eye-dropper. hop­ 
ing the tiny, withered, pain-racked 
body can absorb enough nourish­ 
ment to sustain life a 
few days 
longer while his parents wrestle 
with their problem. 
“With every passing hour the baby 
becomes weaker,” Dr. Eastman said 
“And his chances of even surviving 
the operation become less. 
But we 
cannot operate without Mr. Tafel’s 
consent. 
"But if he lives he will always 
require 
constant 
attention.” 
the 
father said. 
"Eva will have to wait 
on him hand and foot, neglecting 
her own welfare, and the welfare of 
our other child for his sake. 
I 
can’t allow it.” 
"But there is always hope.” the 
pretty mother begged. 
Her plea was echoed by Dr. East­ 
man. who declared: 
“Yes. 
There is always the hope 
that a development in surgery in 
coming years may aid the present 
condition. 
Now?” And he shrugged 
his shoulders in answer to the un­ 
spoken question. 
Stuart Krohn, attorney for the 
hospital, and himself the son of a 
physician, declared that, in the cold
